ſties peace be well and truly k:pt according to 
your power, and you ſhall arreſt all choſe whom 
you ſhall find committing riots, debates, or af- 
frayes, tothe breach of the peace, youſhall en. 
deavour yourſelf according to your knowledge 
that the Statute of Winton. For watch,huy and 
cry, and the Statutes made for the puniſhment 
of ſturdy Beggers, Vagabonds,Rogucs, and o- 
ther idle perſons comming within your libertic, 
beduely putinexecution, and thar the offenders 
be duely puniſhed , you ſhallalfſo (upon com- 
plaint madeunto you) apprehend all Barretrois, 
and Riotous perſons, and all Fe!ons, and it any 
of themdoe makereſiſtance with force and mi 1- 
ticude of Malefators, you fhall make outciie 
and purſue them untillthey betaken.

in the 21. ycare of his ſaia late Majeſties raigne, ' 
intituled , an A for the better repreſſing of 
drunkenneſſe , and reſtraining the inordinate | 
haunting of Inns and Alehouſes,and other victu- 
alling houſes; And laſtly, you ſhall well and tru- 
ly doe and execute all thoſe and ſuch other 
things asare Incident and doe belong unto 
your office of Conſtable for this 
yeare now tO come.
